The Senate Refuses to Confirm the Nomina- 
lion of Grant and Sickles. 

Atpany, N. Y., May 26.—The senate by a 
party vote refueed to confirm the nomination 
of Colone] Fred D. Grant. to be quarantine 
cc matigsioner of New York, and General Dan 
Sit kles to be immigration commissioner. Ex- 
United States senator and present quarantiae 
commissioner, Thomas C. Platt, today ad- 
Gzegsed a letter to Governor Hill, “Now that 
the legislature bas adjourned,” in which he 
eaye that he had twice tendered his resigna- 
tignto Governor Cornell, by whom he had 
been appointed quarantine commissioner, and 
thet: *. 

“The pesition.in which I have been placed of 
stiugglinog to maintein the session of this paltry 
‘flke is talse and humiliating in the extreme.

DYING LIKE SHEEP, 


fhe Terrible Ravages of the Cholera in 
Buenos Ayres. 
PHILADELPHIA, May 26;—Chief Officer Gay, 
ofthe bark Maclead, of St. Johns, N. B, which 
arrived at this port today, from Buenos Ayres, 
tells a frightful story of death from cholera in 
that portion of the Argentine republic. He 
‘sys that while his Vessel was lying in the har- 
bur of Buenos Ayres the people of that city 
ws d subaibs were dying off like shiep, snd the 
Giseace scemed to be spreading like wild fire. 
The wife of thecaptainof the bark Golden 
Rule, the chief mate and one man of the bark 
Bremen and four men of the bark Wyle, who 
were stricken down- with the disease, died 
while McLeod was in port, As fast as cases 
were discovered, the patients were removed to 
ahorpitdlin the city adjoining which is an 
epen lot, and when death relioved the victims 
éf their sufferings,,tiey were at once removed 
te this lot snd their bodies burned. No idea 
gould be formed by the chief officer of the 
sumber of cases or deaths occurrivg daily.

NATURAL GAS EXPLOSION. 


Large Iron Mains Thrown in All Directions— 
Several Persons Badly Burned, 

WELISVILLE, O., May 26.—The Ohio Valley 
gas company has been laying gas mains in the 
town sof New Cumberland, West Virginia. 
Tuesday night the work was finished and pre. 
parations made to test the largemains. Before 
testipg, it was necestary to heat a pipein order 
to make it ficacurve leading to the river. 
While this was being done and the pipsata 
white heat some one accidentally turned on 
the gas. When the gas reached the spot, a ter- 
rific explosion occarred, scattering the huge 
irom mains in all directions and tearing a large 
tele in the ground. The gas, which was let 
intothe pipe at a pressure of 190 pounds, im- 
mediately took fire and burned to the height 
of twenty feet. Eight workmen and two 
children standing at the point where the ex- 
plosion tock place were terribly baraed. Four 
italians, names unknown, were thrown twenty 
feet by the shock, and terribly burned about 
the face, head and hands.

THE SUFFOCATSD BALLET GIRLS 
IN TBE THEATER'S RUINS. 


Thirteen Dead Bodies of Ledies in One Heap -Siagu- 
lar Absence cf Thiir Escorts Over Two dun- 
dred Lives Lost by the Fire—Tfhe Work 
of Resacuicg Scdies Fromthe Depris 


Paris, May 25.—The bodies of the ballet 
dancers, who lost their lives by the burning of 
the Opera Comique last night, are lying in 
heaps inthe ruins of the theater. Firamen 

+ that many bcidies are lying in the upper 
lleries.. The number of persons killed great- 
ly exceeds the previous estimates. Exuited 
crowds surround the ruius, which are guardad 
by a wilitary cordon. Many distressing 
scenes are witnessed 
Up to two p. m, twenty bodies, in a terribly 


‘mutilated condition, had been recoverad from 


the ruins. The remains are principally those 
of ballet girls, choristers and machin- 
ists. Five of the bodies are 
these of elderly ladies and ove of them is that 
ofachild. Firemen lowered some of tho la- 
dies from the fourth story of the theater by 
means of ropes. By 4 p. m, twenty more bod- 
ies had been recovered,and later this afternoon, 
the bodies of eighteen ladies, all in full dress, 
were found lying together at the bottom of the 
staircase leading from the second story. These 
bodies all had escorts to the theater, but no ra: 
msins of men were found auywhere near 


+ where the women were burned to death 


The walls of the theater began falliag this 
evepirg, and search fer the bodies had to be 
abardoned for the cay. The remiins of three 
men and two women were found in a stage 
box, where the victims had taken refuge from 
the flames. It is ascertained that many bodies 
lie buried in the debris in the upper gallories, 
whence escape was exceedingly difficult. Tae 
government proposes to ciose several of the 
various theaters because of their deficiency in 
exits. The library attached to the theater was 
entirely destroyed with all the contents, ia- 
cluding many valuable scores. Six thousand 
costumes were burned in the wardrobe. 

The work of searching for bodies was re- 
sumed tonight, anda number more were ex- 
bumed. An official statement says that fifty 
bc dies have already been recgyered. 

M. Reveillon, a deputy, speaking in the 
chan ber of deputies this afternoon, estimated 
tiat at least 200 pezsons lost their lives in the 
fire. 

The Opera Comiqne was insured for one 
miliion francs. The finding of charred re- 
mains continues. The remains are recognizs: 
bie only by means of trinkets. Today 156 
missing persone have becn inguired for by 
reletives. They are supposed to have perished 
inthe fismes. The bottom of the theater is 
ficcded with water to the depth of five feet. 
Sixty bedies have been found floating in the 
water by firemen. 

The chau.ber of deputies has voted a cre‘it 
of 200,000 frances for the relief of sufferers by 
the fire, ‘ 

Eye witnestes confirm the statements that 
there was no panic until the gas was extin: 
guished, Occupants of boxes and stalls were 
able to get their overcoats and cloaks befure 
leaving the.theater. The sudden darkness 
caused confusion and staircases were soon 
choked. os 

Among theaudience at the Opéra Comiqne 
last night, were General Boulanger, General 
Sangsier, General Thibandivy, M. Goblet, M. 
Berthelot, and the Marquis Tenonsy, prefect 
of police. They all escaped unhurt, and an 
artist nemed Phillips performed prodiges of 
valor in saving life. He raised a ladder three 
times and sayed three danseuses, after shey had 
been abandoned by the firemen. Ia the Rae 
Fiavart, asudden gust of wird cleared away 
the dexrse smoke, when a woman aad two m3n 
were seen standing in an angie of the upper- 
mest cornice. The woman tried to jump, bat 
ihe méen prevented her when ail were 
fi:ally rescued. The womwan was a raving 
mariac. A singer, had miraculously escaped 
from a dressing room in an angle at the top of 
the building. He says that the wiod kept the 
flames off that part of the bailding, bat a river 
of molten lead poured from the roof, the conrse 
of which he diverted with a board, to prevent 
the weight carrying down the ghaky floor.

AN interesting experiment in insurance is 
being tried in New Hampshire. Two years 
eco a law was passed in that state declaring 
that all insurance companies should pay the 
face value of their policies. When this law 
went into effect, fifty-eight companies with- 
drew from New Hampshire. The insurance 
business was left mainly in the hands of 
local companies with comparatively little 
capital. In one year, $65,000,000 of insur- 
ance was transferred from the great Amer- 
ican. and European companies to the local 
companies. During the first year the law 
seemed to operate well. Losses were small 
and payments prompt. This year has re- 
versed that experience. Losses since Jan- 
uary Ist have been $900,000 more than the 
average loss of the ten years preceding the 
enactment of the ‘‘face value’’ law, and forty 
per cent greater than the losses for last year. 
It is doubtful if the local companies gener- 
ally can stand this strain. A law similar to 
that of New Hampspire was proposed in the 
Georgia legislature two years ago, and came 
very near passing. . 3

gold for the year 1886 was $35,000,000 
against 531,800,000 for the preceding year. 
Not since i#80 has so much gold been pro- 
duced. A slight decline in silver produac- 
tion is reported. For 1886, $51,000,000 is 
reported against $51,600,000 for 1885, -For 
the past six years, however, the prodaction 
of silver shows a great increase. It has 
risen from $9,200,000 in 1880 to $51,000,- 
O00 In 1886, 

Colorado maintains its position as the firat 
state in the yield of the precious metals, 
showing a total of $20,000,000 last year. 
Montana takes the second place from Cali- 
fornia with a production of $17,000,000. 
Califernia comes third with $16,000,000,

has decreased; that of the other states and 
territorics is abont stationary. 

The amount of coinage at all the mints 
last year was $61,375,438. Of this amount 
$28,945,542 was gold; $32,086,709.90 was 
silver, and $343,186 10 was nickel and 
copper. 

The director of the mint estimates the

stock of coin in the United States on t12 
Istof January last to have been in round 
numbers, gold $560,000,000; silver $324,000, - 

000. There was then in the mint awaiting 

coinage $81,400,000 of gold bullion, and 
37,000,000 of silver bullion. 

Our total stock of coin and bullion was at 
the beginning of this year $975,000,000, 
We bad at that date a total stock of metallic 
and paper money amounting to $1,879,919,- 
935. The United States stands second 
among nations in the amount of money per 
capita. France bas $50.76; which is away 
ahead of all the other countries, The 
amount per capita in the United States is 
$31 86;in Great Britain $21.53; and ia Ger- 
maby $16 89.

Atianta’s High Schools, 

The board of education has adopted a res- 
olution, introduced by Mr. P. J. Moran, 
asking the council to sell sufficient gas stock 
to enable it to appropriate $25,000 for the 
erection of high school buildings. 

Atlanta’s schools are her pride. Six 
thousand children enjoying such excellent 
school facmlities as they are given here, 
should arrest the attention of any thought- 
tulman, The crowning gloiy of the system 
must be its high schools. 

While the high sehools of Atlanta have 
been well managed, and their graduates oc- 
cupy high groand, yet this result has been 
attained under great difficulty. The girls’ 
highschool building is insufficient for its 
purpose: is dangerous, and out of repair. 
The boys’ high school is but a shanty, ia 
which different classes are crewded into one 
room, annoying each other and defeating 
the best efforts of the teacher to achieve re- 
sults. 

It is to remedy this state of affairs that 
the city council is now asked to make 
this special appropriation. I+tis desired to 
yet the money at once, so that the building 
can be ready for the school year which 
begins in September, and thus be in readi- 
ness for inspection by the many visitors 
who will be in attendance on the Piedmont 
fair, 
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The Tennessee, Carolina and Georgia. 

Among the projected railroads in the 
Piedmont region, the Tennessee, Carolina 
and Georgia is attractipg favorable atten- 
tion. 

It is now reasonably certain that the road 
will be built. Judge W. B. 
Athens, who has been pushicg the enter- 
prise with characteristic judgment: and 
energy, has succeeded in securing twenty- 
one miles of road from Cornelia, on the Rich- 
mond and Danville, to Tallulah . Falls, He 
has a traffic contract for twenty-five years 
with the Richmond and Danville, and also 
with the road from Knoxville to Marysville. 
The proposed line is the only one that can 
be run through the mountains with a good 
grade. There is no trouble about securing 
the rightofway, and the people at the 
Knoxville end are clamoring for the build- 
ing of the road. 

While this is not an Atlanta road. it will 
be a help to our city. It will shorten the 
distance between Kuoxville aud Atlanta 
twenty-five miles, and the development of 
mineral and agricul tura) interests along the 
road will indirectly, if aot directly, benefit 
us. 

The outlook at present is so promising 
that the completion of the Tennessee, Caro- 
lina and Georgia may be safely counted 
upon within the next two years. 


An Ugly Report. 

For montbs past we have pointed ont the 
danger threatening the gulf and South At- 
lantic coasts from the northward march of 
the cholera epidemic in South America. 

Our worst apprehensions are ia a fair way 
to be confirmed. The Jacksonville, Fila, 
bealth authorities have received a circular 
from Surgeon-General Hamilton annouac- 
ing the existence of several cases of Asiatic 
cholera in Caba.. The exact location oi 
these cases is pot mentioned, but it is sup- 
posed to be in or near Havana. 

It is to be teared that our quarantine reg- 
ulations are not efficient enough to meet the 
emergency. Many of the Fioridiaus favor 
the immediate withdrawal of the steamship 
lines between this country and Cuba, at 
least for the summer, but it is not likely 
that this sweeping action will be taken. 

The sanitary condition of many southern 
cities is very far from being what it should 
be, and without some immediate and decid- 
«d improvement we cannot hope to pass 
ihrough the summer without a serious tus- 
sle with some epidemic,

A FATAL SPIDER BITE.

The Doctors Puzzled and Preparing to Make 
a Further Investigation,

The body of the baby boy, Fritz Kibitz, who 
wes killed by a spider's bite, lay all day yesterday 
in a back room onthe second tloor of the tene- 
ment No. 650, Fifth street. Towards evening Cor- 
oner Messemer, Dr. Herold, his deputy, and Dr. 
Lewis Price made an autopsy. aud gave the follow » 
ing as the result of the examination: 

The tis: ne@ of the left arm were - nfiltrated. Taose 
of the right were not. There was a little finid ia 
the ie ft pieural cavity and iv the per um, 
Tre left kidm y was longer than the right. Tae 
child was bitten on the dorval back of the lef: 
hand. All ot! erorgans were normal except the 
glands in the neck, which were quite swollen. — 

In grating the certificate of “burial the coronr 

said: “I assigned blood poisoning as the caus? of 
the boy’s death, caused by!tbe bite of some insect.’ 
Coroner Messemer also took some of the tisgue 
from the arm a2 a4 some blood for iurther examina- 
tion. 
‘The rearon of this,” said Dr. Hero!d lest night, 
“ig that we are not sure that it was a spider that 
caused the death. I am sure it wat an insect, bat 
am rot sure what kind of an insect If it was a 
spider it is the first authenticated case jin the city. 
Very few insects bite a perton. They bore a hole 
into the fesh andthen putin a sucker through 
which they derive nourishment. .At the same 
time a poisonous secretion is letinto the wound, 
All these secretions differ, but al: are acids The 
bee and wasp are exceptions, and have poison 
glands. Noone hasever died from the effects of 
mosquito, bedbngor fiy biter, Ticks have been 
known to ki}l men, andcases are known where 
spiders have caused death.’’ 

Poor litile Fritz presented an awful sight yester- 
day. A whitespot could tcarcely be found upon 
his body. The left hand andarm were swollen to 
nearly twice their normalsize, The boy is the 
young«stroxn of Fritz Kibitz,a furrier, employed 
by.A. G. Gunther's Sons, on Fifth avenue. He was 
only eighteen montbs old. 

It was late Saturday night when the mother 
heard a scream from an adjoining room. Rushiog 
in she saw a big spider run along the counterpane, 
She crushed it and then turned to her child. Yes- 
terday sbe described the insect as about a «Uarter 
of an inch long and pale grayincolor. It is com- 
mon in dwelling houses in the city. Soon the boy 
sank into a state of coma and Dr. Price was called, 
He believed at once that the child was poisoned 
and spplied antidotes. The child seemed to rally 
at first, but Sunday night he was seized with con- 
vulsions and died in an hour.

EARLY AMERICAN HISTORY. 


General Davis’ Paper on Spanish Coloniza. 
tion In New Mexico. 

Ecston, May 26.—General W. H. H. Davis, 
of Doylestown, Pae, read an interesting paper at 
the session of the American Historica! association 
today on ‘‘The Spaniard in New Mexico.” Ia his 
reference to the expedition of Narvaez to Florida 
in 1558 he dwelt at some length on the wanderings 
of Cabez de Vaca and three companions, the sole 
survivors of that unfortunate venture. He traced 
them as well as could be done f.omthe uncertainty 
of their route across the continent uutil after ten 
years they reached the Spanish setilemenuts of New 
Spain. He claimed that the Vaca and those in the 
boat with him discovered the months of the Miss- 
issippi on the last day of October, 1528, shortly be- 
fore they were shipwrecked on the coast of Louis- 
iana. That Vaca and his companions passed 
throvgh parts of New Mexico and probably de- 
scended the Pecos river, the first considerable 
Stream east of the Rio Grande, is hardly to be 
doubted. They encountered people who lived in 
fixed habitations, the ancestors of the presen Pa- 
saw divers things tha: re- 
minded them of their whereabouts. The 
earliest information the Spaniards of southerao 
Mexicotad of New Mexico, then kaown asthe 
country of the ‘Seven Cities,’ was in 15:0, and al- 
most marvelous accotiuts were given of its riches. 
When Vaca reached New Spain he®onfirmed what 
had been told of the country, which inflamed the 
avarice of the gold loving Spaniards, 

Several attempts were made to explore the coun- 
try, and in 1511 the viceroy sent an armed expedi- 
tion into it, under Vasquez Coronado, of 1,50) 
Spaniards and Indians and 1,000 horses Coronado 
crossed the Gila about the Casas Grandes ano tra- 
versed New Mexico. In 1591 the viceroy of New 
Spain entrusted the wirk of colonizing the coun. 
try to Don Juan Deleuate, who entered New Mex- 
ico with :00 armed men and 130 families as set- 
tlers Inafew years the Spainards astumed the 
prerogatives of masters, and in 1680 the Indians 
flew to arms in resistance to Spanish oppressio™, 
The Spaniards were massacred without serup e, 
and were pursued relentlessly as fugitives.

Among the names 
which had fonnd the most fayor were: Columbia, 
Cabot, Hesperia, Appalachia, Alleganies and Vine 
land. l:ofessor Tyler believed, however, that the 
true name based on history, popular preference 
and other claims was America.

How a Nice Young Man Defrauded Mein- 

a - phis People. 

EMPHIS, Lenn., May 26.—[Special.]—Sev- 
eral days ago a good looking, well dressed man, 
apparently about thirty-two years of age, 
with blond hair and light mustache, walked 
up to the desk in the Peabody hotel and regis- 
tered as T. B. Otis, He gave every body to un- 
derstand that he was a capitalist trom Boston, 
Mees., and that he was here for the purpose 
of eet in real estate. Ha 
aitexded ail the sales advertised by real estate 
men. Omnibuses were not good enough for 
him, and he always went to the grounds in a 
drag or some other stylish vehicle.

$87 to the clerk of the hotel, and asked that it 
be cashed. The check was drawn on the Firat 
National bank, of Kansas City, in favor of f. 
B. Otis, and was signed by J. Wm. Townsend. 
The clerk wss a littlein doubt as to ths ganu- 
inees of the check, but gave Otis, as he called 
himself, $10. Soon after he cams back and got 
ten dollars more. Meantime a telegram had 
been senttothe First National bank, at Kan- 
sas City, asking if T. B. Otis was all right. The 
answer was in the affirmative. The man, how- 
ever, had’ suddenly disappeared and the check 
was Sent on for collection. In ashort time it 
came back, the bank officials at Kansas City 
pronouncing ita forgery. The matter was placed 
in the bands of Captain ©’Haver, who learned 
that the man had left the city, and also that 
he was a first-clars crook. His real name is T. 
O. Brown, and he is wanted in Kansas City for 
embezziement. 

That Brown, alias Otis, is a véry sly inii- 
vidual was proven when the hotel people today 
received a telegram from him, dated St. Louis, 
requesting that the balance of the check 
mo: ey be sent to him by telegraph. Captain 
O’Haver answered tho dispatch, and at the 
same time telegraphed the chief of police at 
St. Louis to arrest Brown.

But ever ringing in our 
ears has been the rebuke: ‘‘You crucified Jesus of 
Nazareth.’’ True, we Jews have become scattered 
ovor the world and our language is gote. But I, 
standing under the stars and stripes today, dare to 
say to my Christian brethren the taunt is not just 
The proofs exist to show that Jesus could not have 
been crucified in twelve hours’time It wasim- 
possible under the law. Nor could He have been 
executed on the day of the passover. Besides, this 
feast did not fallon Friday.

This pol- 
icy, while completing safeguarding the country’s 
vital interests, may, we hope, continue to preserve 
the peace.

A Movement for the Building of New High 
tchools. 

‘The board of education met yesterday evon- 
ing in the office of Superintendent Siaton, Vice- 
Presidert Hemphill presiding, and Messrs. 
Rosch, Smith, Moran, Glenn, Lowry, Rawson 
and Beatie present. 

It was ordered that the usual examinations 
for piaces as teachers in the schools be held ia 
Juve, 

The ccntract for the erection of the first 
ward school house on Magazine hill was 
awaideé fur $5,000. Work will be begun at 
ence, and the school wiil be ia readiness by 
Septem ber. 

Mr. P. J. Moran offered the following: 

Whereas, the annual appropriations made bythe 
general council toward ihe maintenance of the 
public schools of the city, are only suflicient to 
meft the current expenses: and 

W bereas, the buildiogs forthe high schools are 
altogether inadequate, and there exists a pressing 
necetsity forthe erection of suitable structures; 
therefore, be it 

Resolved, That the board of education request 
the generai council to sell sach amount of the gas 
stocg hela by the cit) as will bring $25,000, sait 
money to be appropriated for the erectiou of high 
sehcol buildings. 

Resolved, further. That a committee of three be 
appolnted to present these facts tothe general 
covncil, and to urge the appropriation of tae 
ar ount stated. 

Mr. Moran said that the resolutions spoke 
for themselves. Every year the necassities of 
the schools exhausted the increased appropria- 
tions which the successive councils had given. 
The history of the past would be the history 
of the future. Therefore, if the high schools 
wereever tobe comfortably housed, it mas: 
be done by a special appropriation. Council 
bas the money, and could notdo batter than 
by changing the investment from tho gas 
company into the pablic schools. The city 
will be filled during the prograss of the Pied- 
mont fair with distinguished strangers from 
all «parts of the nnion.

He owhsab- 
selutely the railroad from Coraelia, formerly 
Rabun Gap Junction,to Tallu'ah Falls Ia 
addition, he possesses vainabie franchises and 
will no doubt make # success of the enterprise 
in which he is now interesting himself. 

The Tennessee, Carolina and Georgia will 
put Atlanta ard Knoxville twenty five miles 
nearer together, and will develop a wonder- 
fuliy rich section now almost unknown, The 
southern end of the road will connec; with the 
Richmond and Danville.
